There w ill be no more farther depart­ 
ures from this than local conditions and 
national political considerations make 
necessary. 
It is probable that in working ont the 
details the form of the government will 
not approximate so closely to that of 
state government as the ordinary form 
of government does. 
Bat the ultimate 
possibility of statehood will not be 
barred. There will be no District of 
Columbia or Alaska form of govern­ 
ment proposed. 
Local self-government will be given 
through the extension of the municipal 
idea. The islands will be divided into 
municipal districts, having control, un­ 
der restrictions and limitations, of 
purely local affairs. 
The question of territorial legislature 
bas been fully settled. 
There will 
probably be one, bat with limited pow­ 
ers. 
All the attributes of sovereignty, 
however, will be exercised by the na­ 
tional government of the United States. 
The people of Hawaii will be called on 
to consider themselves Americans, look­ 
ing to the national government as a 
sou roe of national power. 
In local af­ 
fairs they will have the opportunity of 
exercising the highest tribute of Ameri­ 
can citizenship, local self-government. 
It is pretty clear from what has been 
said by members of the committee from 
time to time in framing a form of gov­ 
ernment tor these islands, they have 
also been charged with che administra­ 
tion at Washington with forming a 
model which can be adapted to Porto 
Rico and other new possessions tho war 
has I rought the United States.

Hicks Pash a, with an 
army of about 11,000 men, h ad started 
for th e Kordofan region of th e Sudan 
early th at y ear, arrived at Berber on 
March 1 and totally defeated th e great 
Mabdi, w ith great loss, on April 29 . 
Later th e Mabdi was defeated at Kh ar­ 
tum. 
But at th e battle of El-Obeid, or 
Kash gal, Hicks Pash a was decoy ed into 
a defile, wh ere h e was attacked by over 
wh elming multitudes. His troops form­ 
ed sq uares and resisted until nearly all 
were killed, including Hicks Pash a, 
Colonel Farq uh ar and oth er European 
officers. Only two men of th is force aie 
said to h ave escaped, alth ough oth er 
leports h ad it th at some of Hicks Pash a’s 
troops deserted to th e Mah di. 
In any 
case, th e latter obtained possession 
th rongh th is victory of a large q uantity 
of arms, cannon and amnfunition. 
Th e Kh alifa Abdullah i, commander 
of th e dervish es, is a very picturesq ue 
figure. 
Concerning h im th e London

8ay ed Abdullah i Ibn Bay ed Mah mud, 
Kh alifa el Mah di, is perh aps tbe most 
interesting fignre of th e age, represent­ 
ing as h e does th e astounding triumph 
of wh at all men, until a few y ears ago, 
were agreed to consider th e most utter­ 
ly lost of all lost causes.

All glory , th en, to Abdul­ 
lah i; wh o, out of oold embers, amid a 
remote and barbarous race, h as called 
into being a vast empire, with th e ven­ 
erable watch words, “ God and th e king !” 
All h ail to th e divine instrument wh o 
h as ch oked, so far at least as 100,000 
sq uare miles are concerned, th e mon­ 
strous growth of an overh asty civiliza­ 
tion ! 
I exaggerate, of oonrse. But 1 seek to 
point a moral, and y on sh all th erefore 
excuse me. 
Th e kh alifa is a fanatic. 
He h as sh ed mnoh blood in tbe h oly 
name of religion; be is a despot; worst 
of all, h e kills commerça Th us, too, 
do many oth er empire makers, revered 
in unison by posterity . Nor may y ou 
forget th e limitations of h is environ­ 
m ent 
W ith out force and fervor—ay e, 
and a conning 
sometimes akin to 
treach ery —h e h ad snocuih bed long ago. 
It is not every man wh o can ride a 
wh irlwind and direct a storm, nor may 
we deny h im th e use of th e curb. 
We know th e greatness of th e Mah di, 
and Slatin tells h ow Abdullah i was tbe 
Mah di’s ch ief adviser and mainstay , 
th e organizer of h is victories, th e real 
conq ueror at Kh artum. 
We know th e 
piety of tbe Mah di, and we find h is 
kh alifa surpassing h im in austerity . 
We h ave evidence of th e Mabdi’s deep 
insigh t into th e ch aracter of men, and 
we h ave h is proclamation: “ Ah dullabi 
is of me and 1 am of h im. Beh ave with 
all reverence to h im as y on do to me. 
Submit to h im as y ou submit to me 
and believe in h im as y ou believe in 
me. Rely on all h e say s and never q ues­ 
tion any of h is proceedings. All th ose 
wh o believe in God and in me most 
also believe in h im, and, sh ould aoy 
one notice any th ing apparently wrong 
in h im, th ey sh ould attribute it to a 
my stery wh ich th ey cannot understand, 
and th at th erefore it must be righ t. ” 
How refresh ing is th is last sentence, 
wh ich deserves to be inscribed in letters 
of gold upon th e tombs of all great 
kings! And it encourages a belief in 
h uman nature to observe h ow faith fully 
th e kh alifa req uited th is magnanimous 
trust 
Tbe Mabdi’s gospel, like th at of 
th e Ch rist, wus a Kosoel of renunciation. 


and Abdullah i ’6 wh ole career breath ed 
a spirit of self abnegation and entire de­ 
votion to h i.s master’s interests. 
Wh en 
th e Mabdi lay a-dy ing, Abdullah i tended 
h im with all th e te.ndernes.s of a moth -, 
er, never q uitting h is bwlside by nigh t 
or day , and tbe proph et’s last words 
breath ed affection and a confidence in 
th e worth iness of h is successor. 
Th e kh alifa’s ch aracter is a strange 
medley of sentiment and austerity , of 
impulse and calculation, of generosity 
and severity . 
Surrounded by conspira­ 
tors, h e h as owed it to h imself and h is 
mission to make sh ort work of th em. 
But h e is ever ready —sometimes even 
too ready —to pardon th ose wh o can 
convince h im of th eir contrition. Slatin 
Pash a, wh o by bis own sh owing con­ 
spired th e wh ole wh ile h e was reiterat­ 
ing promises of fidelity , was only sh ut 
np at th e time of th e siege of Kh artum, 
wh en h is treach ery was really danger­ 
ous, and afteiward h e was loaded with , 
as it seems, undeserved favors. 
Slatin 
h ad severely punish ed men for far less, 
and I can but marvel at th e kh alifa’s 
clemency wh en I reflect wh at h ad been 
h is lot h ad th e positions been reversed. 
Th ough h e was astute enough to detect 
Slatin’s deceit, h is h eart melted wh en 
h e saw th e traitor limp upon bruised 
feet. Again and again h e was moved to 
sh ow h im th e confidence of a broth er, 
warning h im against h is enemies and 
h elping h im to justify h imself, h owev­ 
er speciously . 
Th ough h e judges very 
q uickly , often by mere intuition, wh ich 
rarely fails h im, h e h as as keen a sense 
of fair play as any Briton. 
However 
black a case may be, h e rarely condemns 
a man unh eard, or th en only wh en 
words are supererogatory . 
He is fond 
of exh orting h is followers to sincerity 
and h onesty , nor do h is acts betray h is 
words. Once h e actually allowed one of 
h is emirs to h ale h im before th e cadi, 
and, wh en th e case fell th rough misera­ 
bly , pardoned h is adversary after a day ’s 
imprisonment, solacing h im with new 
raiment and a new wife. He h ad th e 
Puritan’s h atred of wh at h e calls “ earth ­ 
ly pleasures,” such as dancing and play ­ 
ing. He punish es bad language with 80 
lash es for every naugh ty word, and th e 
use of tobacco or date wine is visited 
with a kind of praemunire. 
Yet h e is 
9lway s smiting. He dpes not despise tbe 
pleasures of th e table and h is h arem h as 
400 inmates. 
He wears h umble raiment as evidence 
of simple tastes, but h e h as a sense of 
dramatic display wh ich does not belie 
th e pose. See h is braves wh en th ey beat 
th e loud drum, named el monsura, “ tbe 
victorione, ” or sh ake th eir spears and 
roar, “ Fi sh an Allah wa Hasulabu 
(“ For God and h is proph et’’); beh old 
h im force h is h orse into th e Nile, draw 
ing h is sword and pointing to th e east 
as h e sh outs “ Allah u akbar! Allabu 
akbar!” (“ God is great” ), and, de 
spite th eir ragged woolen raiment and 
patch work q uilts, th ey impose as does 
no armament of Europe, h owever glit 
tering and befrogged. 
As was said ol' 
th e Duke of Wellington wh en h e ap 
peared at a court function th e only man 
with out an order on bis breast, “ C’est 
magnifiq ne ca. ” He forbids with al 
severity mourning for tbe dead, wh o, 
if believers, are assured of bliss, and, 
if unbelievers, are unworth y of regret. 
Yet, wh en h is master died, and h e first 
ascended th e pulpit as h is successor, h e 
could not restrain h is emotion. We are 
told th at “ great tears rolled down h is 
ch eeks as, with a trembling voice, h e 
began 
to 
address 
th e m ultitude.” 
Th ough proud and sensitive of praise 
or blame, h e h as never condescended to 
jealousy , and th ere was never any surer 
passport to h is favor th an to express in 
h is h earing admiration for th e Mah di. 
Th e kh alifa affords a stupendous ob­ 
ject lesson of th e futility of education. 
Th ough h e can scarcely read or write, 
th ere are few to compare with h im as a 
diplomatist and an administrator. He 
may not vie wit)i merch ants in political 
economy ', as wh en th ey accepted h is de 
based currency and th en raised th eir 
prices, but h is strong h and h as alway s 
proved a ready match for every q uib- 
bler. 
Better th an th e very kaiser, h e 
h as revived th eories of pitriarch al gov­ 
ernment. Tbe following excerpt from 
one of h is sermons migh t be marked as 
a model at Potsdam: “ Obey my orders, 
and th e joy s of paradise will be y ours. 
Th ose wh o are disobedient and do not 
take h eed to my words are lost: for 
th em, as for th e disbeliever, eternal 
damnation and bell fire are prepared. ” 
He is a model fath er and watch es over 
h is ch ildren with as great affection and 
vigilance as over h is em pira 
If h e fa- 


surely not more th an bis tviemies.

Th e striking points of th is are: Th e 
h iring of th e workmen at an agreed 
price in th e morning; next, th e suc­ 
cessive calls at th e th ird, sixth and 
eleventh h ours to idle laborers and th e 
sending th em to work with only th e 
promise of proper pay . 
Th e generosity 
of th e ma.ster in giving a full day ’s 
wage to th e later h ired workmen is 
striking. Tbe discontent and open crit­ 
icism of th eir employ er by th e first h ired 
because h e gave th em only th eir just 
wages and th eir jealousy of th e later 
h ired workmen sh ow vividly th e evil 
h eart of th e laborers in contrast with 
th e benevolent action of tbe lord of th e 
viney ard. 
Th is parable is far from teach ing th at 
G oi ‘distributes h is favors arbitrarily 
and with out reason or regard for merit 
and service. It is a direct rebuke of th e 
h ireling spirit sh own by Peter in h is 
q uestion: “ W h at sh all we h ave?

The Khalifa* England's Great Enemy In 
the Sudan, Is a Remarkable Man—His 
Character, a Strange M edley o f Senti­ 
ment and Austerity—^Though He Can 
Scarcely Read or W rite, He Is ms Able 
Diplom atist and Administrator. 


There has been considerable anxiety 
in England as General Sir Herbert 
Kitchener advanced toward Orndur- 
man, the dervish stronghold, for the 
English people remember the fate of 
General Gordon and Hicks Pasha. The 
disaster to the Anglo-Egyptian force 
under Colonel Hicks, otherwise Hicks

GENERAL HERBERT KITCHENER. 
Pasha, occurred in November, 1883. a 
short time previous to the departure of 
the ill fated General (Chinese) Gordon 
for Khartum. Hicks Pasha, with an 
army of about 11,000 men, had started 
for the Kordofan region of the Sudan 
early that year, arrived at Berber on 
March I and totally defeated the great 
Mahdi, with great lose, on April 29. 
Later the Mahdi was defeated at Khar­ 
tum. 
But at the battle of El-Obeid, or 
Kashgal, Hicks Pasha was decoyed into 
a defile, where he was attacked by over­ 
whelming multitudes. His troops form­ 
ed squares and resisted until nearly all 
were killed, including Hicks Pasha, 
Colonel Farquhar and other European 
officers. Only two men of this force axe 
said to have escaped, although other 
reports had it that some of Hicks Pasha’s 
troops deserted to $he Mahdi. In any 
case, the latter obtained possession 
through this victory of a large quantity 
of arms, cannon and amnfanition. 
The Khalifa Abdullahi, commander 
of the dervishes, is a very picturesque 
figure. 
Concerning him the London 
Outlook says: 
Sayed Abdullahi Ibn Bayed Mahmud, 
Khalifa el Mahdi, is perhaps the most 
interesting figure of the age, represent­ 
ing as he does the astounding triumph 
of what all men, until a few years ago, 
were agreed to consider the most utter­ 
ly lost of all lost causes. We must re­ 
gret the victories of Mahdism at the ex­ 
pense of the British arms, but it is 
difficult to repress satisfaction over the 
resurrection of so picturesque a phenix 
and impossible not to admire its vigor 
and glamour. All glory, then, to Abdul­ 
lahi, who, out of odd embers, amid a 
remote and barbarous race, has called 
into being a vast empire, with the ven­ 
erable watch words, "God and the king I” 
All hail to the divine instrument who 
has choked, so far at least as 100,000 
square miles are concerned, the mon­ 
strous growth of an overhasty civiliza­ 
tion I 
I exaggerate, of course. But I seek to 
point a moral, and yon shall therefore 
excuse me. The khalifa is a fanatic. 
He has shed much blood in the holy 
name of religion; he is a despot; worst 
of all, he kills commerce. Thus, too, 
do many other empire makers, revered 
in unison by posterity. Nor may yon 
forget the limitations of his environ­ 
ment W ithout force and fervor—aye, 
and a cunning sometimes akin to 
treachery—he had suoouihbed long ago. 
It is not every man who can ride a 
whirlwind and direot a storm, nor may 
we deny him the use of the curb. 
We know the greatness of the Mahdi, 
and Slatin tells how Abdullahi was the 
Mahdi’s chief adviser and mainstay, 
the organizer of his victories, the real 
conqueror at Khartum. We know the 
piety of the Mahdi, and we find his 
khalifa surpassing him in austerity. 
We have evidence of the Mahdi’s deep 
insight into the character of men, and 
we have his proclamation: ” Abdullahi 
is of me and I am of him. Behave with 
all reverence to him as yon do to me. 
Submit to him as you snbmit to me 
and believe in him as you believe in 
me. Rely on all he says and never ques­ 
tion any of his proceedings. All those 
who believe in God and in me must 
also believe in him, and, should any 
one notice anything apparently wrong 
in him, they should attribute it to a 
mystery which they cannot understand, 
and that therefore it must be right ” 
How refreshing is this last sentence, 
which deserves to be inscribed in letters 
of gold upon the tombs of all great 
kings! And it encourages a belief in 
human nature to observe how faithfully 
the khalifa requited this magnanimous 
trust

the Christ was a gospel of renunciation. 


and Abdullahi’ft whole career breathed 
a spirit of self abnegation and entire de­ 
votion to his master’s interests. 
When 
the Mahdi lay a-dying, Abdullahi tended 
him with all the tenderness of a moth-, 
er, never quitting bis bedside by night 
or day, and the prophet’s last words 
breathed affection and a confidence in 
the worthiness of his successor. 
The khalifa’s character is a strange 
medley of sentiment and austerity, of 
impulse and calculation, of generosity 
and severity. Surrounded by conspira­ 
tors, he has owed it to himself and his 
mission to make short work of them. 
But he is ever ready—-sometimes even 
too ready—to pardon those who eau 
convince him of their contrition. Slatin 
Pasha, who by his own showing con­ 
spired the whole while he was reiterat­ 
ing promises of fidelity, was only shut 
up at the time of the siege of Khartum, 
when his treachery was really danger­ 
ous, and afterward he was loaded with, 
as it seems, undeserved favors. Slatin 
had severely punished men for far less, 
and I can but marvel at the khalifa’s 
clemency when I reflect what had been 
his lot bad the positions been reversed. 
Though he was astute enough to detect 
Slatin’s deceit, his heart melted when 
he saw the traitor limp upon bruised 
feet. Again and again he was moved to 
show him the confidence of a brother, 
warning him against his enemies and 
helping him to justify himself, howev­ 
er speciously. Though he judges very 
quickly, often by mere intuition, which 
rarely fails him, he has as keen a sense 
of fair play as any Briton. However 
black a case may be, he rarely condemns 
a man unheard, or then only when 
words are supererogatory. He is fond 
of exhorting his followers to sincerity 
and honesty, nor do his acts betray his 
words. Once he actually allowed one of 
his emirs to hale him before the cadi, 
and, when the case fell through misera­ 
bly, pardoned his adversary after a day’a 
imprisonment, solacing him with new 
raiment and a new wife. He had the 
Puritan’s hatred of what he calls "earth­ 
ly pleasures,” such as dancing and play­ 
ing. He punishes bad language with 80 
lashes for every naughty word, and the 
use of tobacco or date wine is visited 
with a kind of praemunire. 
Yet he is 
pl ways smiting. He dpes not despise the 
pleasures of the table and his harem has 
400 inmates. 
He wears humble raiment as evidence 
of simple tastes, but he has a sense of 
dramatic display which does not belie 
the pose. See his braves when they beat 
the loud drum, named el monsura, "the 
victorious, ” or shake their spears and 
roar, "F i shan Allah wa Rasulahn” 
("For God and his prophet” ); behold 
him force his horse into the Nile, draw­ 
ing his sword and pointing to the east 
as he shouts "Allahn akbarl Allahu 
ak bar!” ("God is great” ), and, de­ 
spite their ragged woolen raiment and 
patchwork quilts, they impose as does 
no armament of Europe, however glit 
tering and befrogged. As was said of 
the Duke of 'Wellington when he ap­ 
peared at a court function the only man 
without an order on his breast, "G ’est 
magnifique ca. ” He forbids with all 
severity mourning for the dead, who, 
if believers, are assured of bliss, and, 
if unbelievers, are unworthy of regret. 
Y et, when his master died, and he first 
ascended the pulpit as his successor, he 
could not restrain his emotion. We are 
told that "great tears rolled down his 
cheeks as, with a trembling voioe, he 
began 
to address the multitude.” 
Though proud and sensitive of praise 
or blame, he has never condescended to 
jealousy, and there was never any surer 
passport to his favor than to express in 
his hearing admiration for the Mahdi.

Lesson For the Week Beginning Sept. l l . 
Comment by Ber. W. J. Yates, A. M. 
Topic, Laborers In tbs 
Vineyard. 


Scriptuhs Reading.—Math. xx, 1-18, “Go 
ye also into the vineyard, and whatsoever is 
right, that shall ye receive.” 
A rich young Jew, a synagogue ruler 
in his native town, devout in spirit, 
had come to Jesus for direction. Deeply 
disappointed at the direction to dispose 
of his wealth and become an apostle of 
Jesus, he. had gone away and rejected 
the call. This gave occasion for the 
Master to remark on the difficulty one 
having wealth found in entering the 
kingdom of God. 
Amazed that riches were a hindrance 
.o discipleship, the apostles called at­ 
tention to their own condition of pover­ 
ty and the fact of their having abandon­ 
ed all worldly prospects of advantage 
in following Him. He promises them 
thrones of glory in "the regeneration” 
and great increase to all His followers 
who deny themselves, but adds the sig­ 
nificant words that "many that are first 
shall be last, and the last first. ” Then 
follows the parable of the laborers in 
the vineyard. 
The striking points of this are: The 
hiring of the workmen at an agreed 
price in the morning; next, the suc­ 
cessive calls at the third, sixth and 
eleventh hours to idle laborers and the 
sending them to work with only the 
promise of proper pay. The generosity 
of the master in giving a full day’s 
wage to the later hired workmen is 
striking. The discontent and open crit­ 
icism of their employer by the first hired 
because he gave them only their just 
wages and their jealousy of the later 
hired workmen show vividly the evil 
heart of the laborers in contrast with 
the benevolent action of the lord of the 
vineyard. 
This parable is far from teaching that 
God ‘distributes his favors arbitrarily 
and without reason or regard for merit 
and service. It is a direct rebuke of the 
hireling spirit shown by Peter in his 
question: "W hat shall we have? Be­ 
hold, we have forsaken all and followed 
thee I” It shows that salvation is God’s 
free gift No man can by his work con 
fer a favor on God. No man can be 
saved except by becoming right and 
keeping right 
When he has done all, 
when sins have been repented of and 
faith exercised, he is still an unprofit­ 
able servant and does not merit eternal 
life. He must enter heaven, if he enters 
at all, by God’s pure grace forgiving 
and saving bim. Go, then, into God’s 
work, labor faithfully, and you shall 
have a hundredfold here, and He will 
give you of His own mercy, eternal life, 
hereafter.

words are supererogatory. 
He is fond 
of exhorting his followers to sincerity 
and honesty, nor do his acts betray his 
words. Once be actually allowed one of 
his emirs to hale him before the cadi, 
and, when the case fell through misera­ 
bly, pardoned his adversary after a day’s 
imprisonment, solacing him with new 
raiment and a new wife. He had the 
Puritan’s hatred of what he calls “ earth­ 
ly pleasures, ” such as dancing and play­ 
ing. He punishes bad language with 80 
lashes for every naughty word, and the 
use of tobacco or date wine is visited 
with a kind of prsBmnnire. 
Yet he is 
plways smiting. He dpes not despise the 
pleasures of the table and his harem has 
400 inmates. 
He wears humble raiment as evidence 
of simple tastes, bnt he has a sense ol* 
dramatic display which does not belie 
the pose. See his braves when they beat 
the loud drum, named elm onsnra, “ the 
victorious,” or shake their spears and 
roar, “ Fi shan Allah wa Rasulahn’ 
(“ For God and his prophet1’); behold 
him force his horse into the Nile, draw 
ing his sword and pointing to the east 
as he shonte “ Allahu akbar! Allahu 
a k bar!” (“ God is great” ), and, de 
spite their ragged woolen raiment and 
patchwork quilts, they impose as does 
no armament of Europe, however glit 
tering and befrogged. 
As was said of 
the Duke of Wellington when he ap 
peared at a court function the only man 
without an order on his breast, “ C’est 
magnifiqne ca. ” He forbids with a1 
severity mourning for the dead, who, 
if believers, are assured of bliss, and, 
if unbelievers, are unworthy of regret. 
Y et, when his master died, and he first 
ascended the pulpit as his successor, he 
could not restrain his emotion. We are 
told that “ great tears rolled down his 
cheeks as, with a trembling voice, he 
began 
to 
address 
the m ultitude.” 
Though proud aud sensitive of praise 
or blame, he has never condescended to 
jealousy, and there was never any surer 
passport to his favor than to express in 
his hearing admiration for the Mahdi. 
The khalifa affords a stupendous ob­ 
ject lesson of the futility of education. 
Though he can scarcely read or write, 
there are few to compare w ith him as a 
diplomatist and an administrator. He 
may not vie witjb merchants in political 
economy, as when they accepted his de 
based currency and then raised their 
prices, bnt his strong band has always 
proved a ready match for every quib­ 
bler. 
Better than the very kaiser, he 
has revived theories of patriarchal gov­ 
ernment. The following excerpt from 
one of his sermons might be marked as 
a model at Potsdam: “ Obey my orders, 
and the joys of paradise will be yours. 
Those who are disobedient and do not 
take heed to my words are lost: for 
them, as for the disbeliever, eternal 
damnation aud hell fire are prepared. ” 
He is a model father and watches over 
his children with as great affection and 
vigilance as over his empire. 
If he fa- 


surely not more than his enemies, 
lf I 
bad slurred over th e m a n y shortcomings 
inseparable from his position, it is be­ 
cause they are overshadowed by the 
glamour of his medieval manhood. But 
I do not blind myself to the fact that 
we must crush him. I he rise of his clo­ 
wns a miracle, after which his 
Syria, Arabia and Egypt 
dismissed as an incredible 
if he succumb it must not 
our rivals in the scramble 
But at least let us confess 
for a noble foe, infinitely 
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KHALIFA ABDULLAHI. 
vors his own tribesmen unduly, be dis­ 
plays patriotism according to his lights, 
for he knows them to be the bravest and 
most faithful of all.

Bc r iptu r s R eading.—Math, xx, 1-lfl, “Go 
ye also into the vineyard, and whatsoever is 
right, that shall ye receive.” 
A rich young Jew. a synagogue ruler 
in his native town, devout in spirit, 
had come to Jesus for direction. Deeply 
disappointed at the direction to dispose 
of his wealth and become an apostle of 
Jesus, he had gone away and rejected 
the call. 
This gave occasion for the 
Master to remark on the difficulty one 
having wealth found in entering the 
kingdom of God. 
Amazed that riches were a hindrance 
„o discipleship, the apostles called at­ 
tention to their own condition of pover­ 
ty and the fact of their having abandon­ 
ed all worldly prospects of advantage 
in following Him. 
He promises them 
thrones of glory in “ the regeneration” 
and great increase to all His followers 
who deny themselves, but adds the sig­ 
nificant words that “ many that are first 
shall be last, and the last first. ” Then 
follows the parable of the laborers in 
the vineyard. 
The striking points of this are: The 
hiring of the workmen at an agreed 
price in the morning; next, the suc­ 
cessive calls at the third, sixth anc 
eleventh hours to idle laborers and the 
sending them to work with only the 
promise of proper pay. 
The generosity 
of the master in giving a full day’s 
wage to the later hired workmen is 
striking. The discontent and open crit 
icism of their employer by the first hired 
because he gave them only their just 
wages and their jealousy of the later 
hired workmen show vividly the evil 
heart of the laborers in contrast with 
the benevolent action of the lord of the 
vineyard. 
This parable is far from teaching that 
G oi '‘distributes his favors arbitrarily 
and without reason or regard for merit 
and service. It is a direct rebuke of the 
hireling spirit shown by Peter in his 
question: “ W hat shall we have? Be­ 
hold, we have forsaken all and followed 
thee!” It shows that salvation is God’s 
free g ift No man can by his work con 
for a favor on God. 
No man oan be 
saved except by becoming right and 
keeping right 
When he has done all," 
when sins have been repented of and 
faith exercised, he is still an unprofit­ 
able servant and does not m erit eternal 
life. He must enter heaven, if he enters 
at all, by God’s pure grace forgiving 
and saving him. Go, then, into God’s 
work, labor faithfully, and you shall 
have a hundredfold here, and He will 
give you of H is own mercy, eternal life, 
hereafter.

The Church Soon To Be Completed—W ill 
De a Fine Edifice—Rev. J . R. Greene 
Will Be the Factor—W ill Be Dedicated 
About Christmas. 


The corner stone of the Second U. P. 
church was laid yesterday afternoon, 
and the services were very impressive. 
When the exercises opened nearly all 
the ministers of the city and a large 
number of people were present. The 
choir sang the anthem, “Great is the 
Lord.” in a very pleasing manner and 
Beverend Cooper, former pastor of the 
Second Presbyterian church, led in 
prayer, and the scriptures were read by 
Dr. John Lloyd Lee. 
Dr. J. O. Taggart presented a brief 
history of the chnroh which was pub­ 
lished in the News Review of yester­ 
day. 
Elmer A. Stevenson,1 one of the trus­ 
tees, had for his subject “The Need.” 
He told how the new church had simply 
become a necessity; how the trustees 
had figured for some time how to stop 
decay and the ravages of time on their 
old church building with but little suc­ 
cess, while another problem had been to 
divide 200 into 150. They had spent 
two years with the problem when the 
congregation came to their rescue and 
said that they would build anew and 
greater house. 
H. A. Weeks, a member of the solicit­ 
ing committee, took for his subject “The 
Effort.” In a well chosen speech he 
told how the soliciting committee, com* 
posed of three ladies and three gentle­ 
man, had gone forth with a well deter­ 
mined purpose to do and. not die. Ow­ 
ing to the financial distress through 
which the country was passing at that 
time, it was decided to ask no person to 
contribute more than they were able to 
pay, and to have the amount collected 
in installments. The people responded 
nobly, and how well the committee had 
succeeded in their work was shown by 
the fact that they had now pledged 
$4,200. He stated that when the archi­ 
tect had presented the plans it was 
found how much more convenient and 
comfortable the church could be made 
by the expenditure of a little more 
money, and accordingly it was decided 
to add a little to'the harden, but he 
thought when the building was com­ 
pleted he coaid assure enough money to 
pay off the entire indebtedness. He closed 
by thanking all who so generously con­ 
tributed. 
Rev, J. R. Greene spoke for the build­ 
ing committee upon the subject “The 
Result. ” He told bow when he had re 
tamed from the Saratoga convention 
they had told him to go and look at the 
old chnroh and how he had viewed

The steam y acht Sy lph, which has 
been selected as the president’s y acht 
from among those purchased by the gov­ 
ernment, was designed by Gardner & 
Cross and bnilt at Roach’s shipy ard, 
Chester, Pa. The Sy lph is a steel boat, 
152 feet extreme length, 20 feet beam 
and 8 feet 9 inches dr^t. She is schoon­ 
er rigged and fitted with two Almy 
boilers and a triple expansion engine. 
She has a mahogany dining saloon for­ 
ward on deck, with pantry connecting. 
Below aft she has four large staterooms 
finished in whito and gold, a large 
main saloon, bathroom and lavatory , and 
at the extreme after end a double state­ 
room for the captain and engineer, the 
crew’s quarters being forward. She is 
lighted throughout with electricity . 
Below the cabin floor forward and aft 
are the water tanks, ammunition rooms 
and storerooms. 
The Sy lph was bought by the govern­ 
ment when on the stocks, the speed re­ 
quired being 15 knots.

The report of the committee of the 
legislature of New Zealand recently is­ 
sued recommends joining the Australian 
colonies with Canada and the mother 
country by a Pacific cable on the basis 
that if Great Britain and Canada to­ 
gether would guarantee five-ninths of 
the cost of the work New Zealand and 
the other colonies would contribute the 
remaining four-ninths, of which amount 
New Zealand will contribute one-ninth. 
The committee also recommends that 
Canada be intrusted with the con­ 
struction, administration and mainte­ 
nance of the cable, on the understanding 
that the contributing colonies are to be 
entitled to representation and votes on 
matters of policy of the management, 
and that the cable is to be jointly own­ 
ed and controlled by the contributors.

T H E PRESID EN T 'S YACHT: 


Comfortable Cruiser For Cs# on tbo Po­ 
tomac River. 
The steam yacht Sylph, which has 
been selected as the president’s yacht 
from among those purchased by the gov 
exnment, was designed by Gardner & 
Cross and built at Roach’s shipyard, 
Chester, Pa. The Sylph is a steel boat, 
153 feet extreme length, 20 feet beam 
and 8 feet 9 inches draft. She is schoon 
er rigged and fitted with two Almy 
boilers and a triple expansion engine. 
She has a mahogany dining saloon for­ 
ward on deck, with pantry connecting. 
Below aft she has fonr large staterooms 
finished in whito and gold, a large 
main saloon, bathroom and lavatory, and 
at the extreme after end a double state­ 
room for the captain and engineer, the 
crew’s quarters being forward. She is 
lighted throughout with electricity. 
Below the cabin floor forward and afft 
are the water tanks, ammunition rooms 
and storerooms. 
The Sylph was bought by the govern­ 
ment when on the stocks, the speed re­ 
quired being 15 knots. This was exceed­ 
ed on the trial by two knots, the official 
speed announced being 17 knots, with 
tidal corrections. The coal capacity is 
50 tons. She was built with the idea of 
tieing a comfortable cruiser, and at the 
same time of light enough draft to en­ 
ter most of our coast ports. She will be 
used by the president and cabinet on the 
Potomac river as the official yacht and 
las been ordered to Washington to refit 
or that purpose.—New York Sun.

New Zealand Want* Cable to England. 
The report of the committee of the 
legislature of New Zealand recently is­ 
sued recommends joining the Australian 
colonies with Canada and the motlier 
oountry by a Pacific cable on the basis 
that if Great Britain and Canada to­ 
gether would guarantee five-ninths of 
the cost of the work New Zealand and 
the other colonies would contribute the 
remaining four-ninths, of which amount 
New Zealand will contribute one-ninth. 
The committee also recommends that 
Canada be intrusted with the con­ 
struction, administration and mainte­ 
nance of the cable, on the understanding 
that the contributing colonies are to be 
entitled to representation and votes on 
matters of policy at the management, 
and that the cable la to be jointly own­ 
ed and controlled by the contributors.

THE PRESIDENT'S YACHT: 


Comfortable Cruiser For Vm on tho Po­ 
tomac River, 
The steam yacht Sylph, which has 
been selected as the president’s yacht 
from among those purchased by the gov­ 
ernment, was designed by Gardner & 
Cross and built at Roach’s shipyard, 
Chester, Pa. The Sylph is a steel boat, 
153 feet extreme length, 20 feet beam 
and 8 feet 9 inches draft. She is schoon­ 
er rigged and fitted with two Almy 
boilers and a triple expansion engine. 
She has a mahogany dining saloon for­ 
ward on deck, with pantry connecting. 
Below aft she has four large staterooms 
finished in whito and gold, a large 
main saloon, bathroom and lavatory, and 
at the extreme after end a double state­ 
room for the captain and engineer, the 
crew’s quarters being forward. She is 
lighted throughout with electricity. 
Below the cabin floor forward and ait 
are the water tanks, ammunition rooms 
and storerooms. 
The Sylph was bought by the govern­ 
ment when on the stocks, the speed re­ 
quired being 15 knots. This was exceed­ 
ed on the trial by two knots, the official 
speed announced being 17 knots, with 
tidal corrections. The coal capacity is 
50 tons. She was built with the idea of 
being a comfortable crniser, and at the 
same time of light enough draft to en­ 
ter most of our coast ports. She will be 
used by the president and cabinet on the 
Potomac river as the official yacht and 
has been ordered to Washington to refit 
for that purpose.—New York Sun.

New Zealand W ants Gable to E ngland. 
The report of the committee of the 
legislature of New Zealand recently is­ 
sued recommends joining the Australian 
colonies with Canada and the mother 
country by a Pacific cable on the basis 
that if Great Britain and Canada to­ 
gether would guarantee five-ninths of 
the cost of the work New Zealand and 
the other colonies would contribute the 
remaining four-ninths, of which amount 
New Zealand will contribute one-ninth. 
The committee also recommends that 
Canada be intrusted with the con­ 
struction, administration and mainte­ 
nance of the cable, on the understanding 
that the contributing colonies are to be 
entitled to representation and votes on 
matters of policy of the management, 
and that the cable is to be jointly own­ 
ed and controlled by the contributors. 
The report concludes with advising 
that a conference of the colonies con­ 
cerned in the new cable be held in New 
Zealand.

This denial o f self was abso ­ 
lutely necessary to inspire ho pe o f suc­ 
cess. Witho ut it it wo uld be useless fo r 
o ne to co ntend. His co nditio n wo uld be 
such that ho co uld have no ho pe fo r 
success. The co ntestants did no t refuse 
to fulfill the. co nditio ns. They did it 
willingly and cheerfully, and, to o , that 
they might o btain a co rmptible cro wn, 
a fading garland o f Isthmian o r Nemean 
parsley, o r Pythian o live, o r Olympian 
bay. H (^ much mo re willing therefo re 
the Christian sho uld be to deny himself, 
since he strives fo r an inco rruptible, an 
unfading, an unwithering cro wn, “ a 
cro wm o f righteo usness,” “ a cro wn o f 
life,” and that, to o , eternal life.

games, the glory of Corinth, had to 
deny himself, had to be temperate in all 
things. For ten months before the con­ 
test the candidates, according to Ancient 
authorities, had to be pure, sober and 
enduring to obey orders, to eat sparely 
and simply and to endure fatigue and 
hardship. This denial of self was abso­ 
lutely necessary to inspire hope of suc­ 
cess. W ithout it it would be useless for 
one to contend. His condition would bo 
such that ho could have no hope for 
success. 
Tho contestants did not refuse 
to fulfill the. conditions.

It not only in­ 
cludes those parts of China proper over

Yang-tse-Kiang has its sources. 
It is 
this claim which, it is said, the Rus­ 
sians are disputing. 
Tibet, whose name is almost synony­ 
mous with mystery, is nominally nnder 
the suzerainty of China. 
In rqplity it 
is independent, although there is a Chi­ 
nese resident at the court of the dalai 
lama at Lbassa. 
Bodyul, as Tibet is 
called by its own people, is a great ta­ 
bleland,' averaging about 10,000 feet 
in elevation, encircled by mountains, 
those of the Kuen-Lun range separating 
it from Chinese Mongolia on the north 
and the Himalayas dividing it from In­ 
dia on the south. 
It is accessible from 
Cashmir on the west and from Yun-nan 
and Se-ohuen on the east by the valleys 
of the rivers that ran into the Yang- 
tse-Kiang, and by the Hoaug-ho, that 
rises in northern Tibet and passes into 
northern China through the province of 
Kan-su. 
The Me-kong, that forms the 
jpoundary between Siam and the French 
settlements of Tonquin and Auarn, and 
the 
Irawadi, running through B rit­ 
ish Burma, both take their rise in 
Tibet, as does also the Brahmaputra, 
one of the great rivers of India. 
The British and the Russians have 
both long had their eyes on Tibet, and 
though the lamas have been successful 
in preventing ordinary travelers from 
entering Lhassa, their capital, Russian 
and English explorers, among whom 
ware Prejvalski and Ney Elias, obtain­ 
ed a good knowledge of the country for 
their respective governments. The Indi­ 
an trade with Tibet, which passes 
through Sikkim, is valued at something 
over $1,030,000 and is susceptible of 
increase. 
As yet neither England nor 
Russia has any official representatives 
in the country. 
In England the inten­ 
tion to occupy Tibet eventually is at­ 
tributed to Russia, but it is considered 
that the tranquillity of India does not 
permit of so close a neighborhood, and 
there is besides the fear that if Russia 
were once established in Tibet she would 
join hands with France in Yunnan, and 
so shut out India and Burma from all 
political and commercial inteicourse 
with Se-chueu and the valley of the 
Yang-tse-Kiang. It is said in England 
that the Prejvalski mission, though os­ 
tensibly scientific, was really political, 
aud a curious story is related concern­ 
ing it. 
Its chief object is said to have been to 
establish Russian power in Tibet It 
was in the country at the time the B rit­ 
ish were making war on Sikkim, and 
two letters were sent by the mission to 
the dalai lama, marked respectively 
“ I ” and “ 2.” That marked “ I ” in­ 
formed the dalai lama that if the B rit­ 
ish entered tho Tibet territory and oc­ 
cupied it it was only necessary to send 
the letter at once to St. Petersburg, 
and if no reply came letter No. 3 was 
to be sent, and Russian troops would be 
immediately dispatched to their assist­ 
ance. 
The British did not pass beyond 
the Tibetan frontier, and there the in­ 
cident ended. 
The Russian interest in Tibet arises 
chiefly from the fact that Lamaism is 
the religion of the Mongol populations 
of Russian and Chinese Mongolia, and 
that if Lbassa passed under Russian in­ 
fluence the religious power of the dalai 
In ma would be exercised in favor of Rus­ 
sia. The English purpose in desiring 
control of Tibet is the same. 
Whoever 
secures political control of Tibet with 
Lhassa and the dalai lama will also, it 
is believed, gain over the populations 
of all the countries lying between Tibet 
and Siberia. 
The struggle is really one 
for the mastery of Asia carried on be­ 
hind the screen of a disputed definition 
of the valley of the Yang-tse-Kiang.

BUSINESS BOOMING. 


Dan'* R eview Say* th e V olum e I* Larger

New Y ork, Sept. IO.— K. G . Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, said in part: 
The volume of business is larger than 
it ever has teen. Investors across the 
water have caught the cue and their 
purchases of American bonds and stocks 
have been heavy for several weeks. 
W heat. has been about I cent higher 
in price fos spot, with western receipts 
only about as large as those of last year 
for the week. 
Atlantic exports for the week have 
been 2,335,100 bushels, against 4,243,3:46 
last year, flour included, and Pacific ex­ 
ports 163,192, against 713,434 last year. 
Corn is a shade higher, one estimate 
promising only 1,750,000,000 bushels. 
Nobody can guess how great the de­ 
mand for iron aud steel products may 
be a month hence, but the manufact­ 
urer has the rare good sense to wait for 
the actual orders before hoisting prices. 
So far the advance has been remarkably 
moderate, in the average of all finished 
products only 3.3 per cent from the 
lowest price this year, while pigiron has 
risen less than 3 per cent. 
The sales of wool have been only 
2,289,500 pounds at the three chief m ar­ 
kets, against 18,010,400 pounds for the 
same week last year, and 8,813,000 for 
the same week in 1892. The feeling 
grows that the prices demanded at the 
west cannot be maintained, and until 
wool sells at materially lower prices the 
manufacturer cannot meet the existing 
market for goods. Prices for goods do 
not change, and a considerable number 
of the mills will shortly shut down un­ 
less the situation improves. 
Failures for the first week of Septem­ 
ber have been in amount of liabilities 
$1,111,593, manufacturing $224,902 and 
trading $703,991. Failures for the week 
have been 164 in the United States 
against 215 last year, and 16 in Canada 
against 35 last year.

order with which our army and navy were 
equipi»ed for the conflict, when the war 
betaine imminent, have won our hearty 
and unreservtHl approval and commenda­ 
tion; and, rejoicing in the glorious termi­ 
nation of the conflict In which our coun­ 
try has been engaged, we hereby express 
our gratitude, hot only to our distin­ 
guished comrade, the pmsiclent, but also 
to tho officers and men in the land and 
naval forces for their heroic conduct and 
sublime achievements for humanity and 
the glory of our flag and country.

GKNKKAL HEBBERT KITCHENER. 
Pasha, occurred in November, 1383. a 
short time previous to the departure of 
the ill fated General (Chinese) Gordon 
for Khartum. 
Hicks Pasha, with an 
array of about 11,000 men, had started 
for the Kordofan region of the Sudan 
early that year, arrived at Berber on 
March I and totally defeated the great 
Mahdi, w ith great lose, on April 29. 
Later the Mahdi was defeated at Khar­ 
tum. 
But at the battle of El-Obeid, or 
Kashgal, Hicks Pasha was decoyed into 
a defile, where he was attacked by over 
whelming multitudes. His troops form­ 
ed squares and resisted until nearly all 
were killed, including Hicks Pasha, 
Colonel Farquhar and other European 
officers. Only two men of this force are 
said to have escaped, although other 
ieports had it that some of Hicks Pasha’s 
troops deserted to the Mahdi. 
In any 
case, 
the latter obtained possession 
through this victory of a large quantity 
of arms, cannon aud amnfunition. 
The Khalifa Abdullahi, commander 
of the dervishes, is a very picturesque 
figure. 
Concerning him the London 
Outlook says: 
Hayed Abdullahi Ibn Bayed Mahmud, 
Khalifa el Mahdi, is perhaps the most 
interesting figure of the age, represent­ 
ing as he does the astounding triumph 
of what all men, until a few years ago, 
were agreed to consider the most utter­ 
ly lost of all lost causes. 
We must re­ 
gret the victories of Mahdism at the ex­ 
pense of the British arms, but it is 
difficult to repress satisfaction over the 
resurrection of so picturesque a phenix 
and impossible not to admire its vigor 
and glamour. All glory, then, to Abdul­ 
lahi, who, out of odd embers, amid a 
remote and barbarous race, bas called 
into being a vast empire, with the ven­ 
erable watchwords, “ God and the king I” 
All hail to the divine insti ament who 
has choked, so far at least as 100,000 
square m iles are concerned, the mon­ 
strous growth of an overhasty civiliza­ 
tion I 
I exaggerate, of coarse. But I seek to 
point a moral, and you shall therefore 
excuse me. 
The khalifa is a fanatic. 
He has shed much blood in the holy 
name of religion; he is a despot ; worst 
of all, he kills commerce. 
Thus, too, 
do many other empire makers, revered 
in unison by posterity. 
Nor may you 
forget the lim itations of his environ­ 
m ent 
W ithout force and fervor—aye, 
and a cunning 
sometimes 
akin to 
treachery—he had succumbed long ago. 
It is not every man who can ride a 
whirlwind and direct a storm, nor may 
we deny him the use of the curb. 
We know the greatness of the Mahdi, 
aud Slatin tells how Abdullahi was the 
Mahdi’s chief adviser aud mainstay, 
the organizer of his victories, the real 
conqueror at Khartum. 
We know the 
piety of the Mahdi, and we find his 
khalifa surpassing him in austerity. 
We have evidence of the Mahdi’a deep 
insight into the character of men, and 
we have his proclamation: "Abdullahi 
is of me aud I am of him. Behave with 
All reverence to him as you do to me. 
Submit to him as you submit to me 
and believe in him as you believe in 
me. Bely on all he says and never ques­ 
tion any of his proceedings. 
All those 
who believe in God aud in me must 
also believe in him, and, should any 
one notice anything apparently wrong 
in him, they should attribute it to a 
mystery whioh they cannot understand, 
and that therefore it must be right ” 
How refreshing is this last sentence, 
which deserves to be inscribed in letters 
of gold upon tile tombs of all great 
kings! And it encourages a belief in 
human nuture to observe how faithfully 
the khalifa requited this magnanimous 
trust 
The Mahdi’s gospel, like that of 
the Christ was a nos ne] of renunciation. 


and Abdullahi’ft whole career breathed 
a spirit of self abnegation and entire de­ 
votion to his master’s interests. 
When 
the Mahdi lay a-dying, Abdullahi tended 
him with all the tenderness of a moth-, 
er, never quitting bis bedside by night 
or day, and the prophet’s last words 
breathed affection and a confidence in 
the worthiness of his successor. 
The khalifa’s character is a strange 
medley of sentiment and austerity, of 
impulse and calculation, of generosity 
and severity. 
Surrounded by conspira­ 
tors, he bas owed it to himself and his 
mission to make short work of them. 
But he is ever ready—sometimes even 
too ready—to pardon those who can 
convince him of their contrition. Slatin 
Pasha, who by his own showing con­ 
spired the whole while he was reiterat­ 
ing promises of fidelity, was only shut 
up at the time of the siege of Khartum, 
when his treachery was really danger­ 
ous, and afterward he was loaded with, 
as it seems, undeserved favors. 
Slatin 
had severely punished men for far less, 
and I can but marvel at the khalifa’s 
clemency when I reflect what had been 
his lot had the positions been reversed. 
Though he was astute enough to detect 
Slatin’s deceit, his heart melted when 
he saw the traitor limp upon bruised 
feet. Again and again he was moved to 
show him the confidence of a brother, 
warning him against his enemies and 
helping him to justify himself, howev 
er speciously. 
Though he judges very 
quickly, often by mere intuition, which 
rarely fails him, he has as keen a sense 
of fair play as any Briton. 
However 
black a case may be, he rarely condemns 
a man unheard, or then only when 
words are supererogatory. 
He is fond 
of exhorting his followers to sincerity 
and honesty, nor do his acts betray his 
words. Once he actually allowed one of 
his emirs to hale him before the cadi, 
and, when the case fell through mi sera 
bly, pardoned his adversary after a day’s 
imprisonment, solacing him with new 
raiment and a new wife. 
He had the 
Puritan’s hatred of what he calls “ earth­ 
ly pleasures,” such as dancing and play­ 
ing. He punishes bad language with 80 
lashes for every naughty word, and the 
use of tobacco or date wine is visited 
with a kind of praemunire. 
Yet he is 
Always smiting. He dpes not despise the 
pleasures of the table and his harem has 
400 inmates. 
He wears humble raiment as evidence 
of simple tastes, but he has a sense of 
dramatic display which does not belie 
the pose. See his braves when they beat 
the loud drum, named el mon sura, “ the 
victorious, ” or shake their spears aud 
roar, "Fi shan Allah wa Kasulahu 
("For God and his prophet” ); beholc 
him force his horse into the Nile, draw 
ing his sword and pointing to the east 
as he shouts “ Allahu ak bar! Allahu 
akbar!” (“ God is great” ), and, de 
spite their ragged woolen raiment and 
patchwork quilts, they impose as does 
no armament of Europe, however gilt 
tering and befrogged. 
As was said of 
the Duke of Wellington when he ap 
peared at a court function the only man 
without an order on bis breast, "C ’est 
magnifique ca. ” He forbids with a1 
severity mourning for the dead, who, 
if believers, are assured of bliss, aud, 
if unbelievers, are unworthy of regret. 
Y et, when his master died, and he first 
ascended the pulpit as his successor, he 
could not restrain his emotion. We are 
told that "great tears rolled down his 
cheeks as, with a trembling voice, he 
began 
to 
address 
the 
m ultitude.” 
Though proud aud sensitive of praise 
or blame, he has never condescended to 
jealousy, and there was never any surer 
passport to his favor than to express in 
his hearing admiration for the Mahdi 
The khalifa affords a stupendous ob­ 
ject lesson of the futility of education. 
Though he can scarcely read or write, 
there are few to compare with him as a 
diplomatist and an administrator. 
He 
may not vie wit)i merchants in political 
economy, as when they accepted his de 
based currency and then raised their 
prices, but his strong hand has always 
proved a ready match for every quib 
bier. 
Better than the very kaiser, he 
bas revived theories of patriarchal gov­ 
ernment. 
The following excerpt from 
one of his sermons might be marked as 
a model at Potsdam: “ Obey my orders, 
and the joys of paradise w ill be yours. 
Those who are disobedient and do not 
take heed to my words are lost; for 
them, as for the disbeliever, eternal 
damnation aud hell fire are prepared. ” 
He is a model father and watches over 
his children with as great affection and 
vigilance as over his empire. 
If he fa- 


surely not more than his enemies, 
ll I 
bad slurred over the many shortcomings 
inseparable from his position, it is bt 
cause they are overshadowed by the 
glamour of his mediaeval manhood. But 
I do not blind myself to the fact that 
we must crush him.

B c r i p t c r * 
R e a d i n g —Math, x x , 1-16, “Go 
ye also into the vineyard, and whatsoever is 
right, that shall ye receive.” 
A rich young Jew, a synagogue ruler 
in his native town, devout in spirit, 
had come to Jesus for direction. Deeply 
disappointed at the direction to dispose 
of his wealth and become an apostle of 
Jesus, he had gone away and rejected 
the call. 
This gave occasion for the 
Master to remark on the difficulty one 
having wealth found in entering the 
kingdom of God. 
Amazed that riches were a hindrance 
,o discipleship, the apostles called at­ 
tention to their own condition of pover­ 
ty and the fact of their having abandon­ 
ed all worldly prospects of advantage 
in following Him. 
He promises them 
thrones of glory in “ the regeneration" 
aud great increase to all His followers 
who deny themselves, but adds the sig­ 
nificant words that “ many that are first 
shall be last, and the last first.’’ 
Then 
follows the parable of the laborers in 
the vineyard. 
The striking points of this are: The 
hiring of the workmen at an agreed 
price in the morning; next, the suc­ 
cessive calls at the third, sixth and 
eleventh hours to idle laborers and the 
sending them to work with only the 
promise of proper pay. 
The generosity 
of the master in giving a full day’s 
wage to the later hired workmen is 
striking. The discontent and open crit­ 
icism of their employer by the first hired 
because he gave them only their just 
wages and their jealousy of the later 
hired workmen show vividly the evil 
heart of the laborers in contrast with 
the benevolent action of the lord of the 
vineyard. 
This parable is far from teaching that 
God distributes his favors arbitrarily 
and without reason or regard for merit 
and service. It is a direct rebuke of the 
hireling spirit shown by Peter in his 
question: “ What shall we have? Be 
hold, we have forsaken all and followed 
thee!” It shows that salvation is God’s 
free g ift No man can by his work con­ 
fer a favor on God. 
No man can be 
saved except by becoming right and 
keeping right 
When he has done all," 
when sins have been repented of and 
faith exercised, he is still an unprofit­ 
able servant and does not merit eternal 
life. He must enter heaven, if he enters 
at all, by God’s pure grace forgiving 
and saving him. 
Go, then, into God’s 
work, labor faithfully, and you shall 
have a hundredfold here, and He w ill 
give you of H is own mercy, eternal life, 
hereafter.

Impressive Services 
Held In 
E ast End.

The Church Soon To Be C om pleted —W ill 
He a F ine E difice—R ev. J . R. Greene 
Will Be th e Pastor—W ill Be D edicated 
About C hristm as. 


The comer stone of the Second U. P. 
church was laid yesterday afternoon, 
and the services were very impressive. 
W hen the exercises opened nearly all 
the ministers of the city and a large 
number of peonle were present. The 
choir sang the anthem, “ Great is the 
Lord.” in a very pleasing manner and 
Reverend Cooper, former pastor of the 
Second Presbyterian church, led in 
prayer, and the scriptures were read by 
Dr. John Lloyd Lee. 
Dr. J. O. Taggart presented a brief 
history of the church which was pub 
fished in the N e w s R e v ie w of yester 
day. 
Elmer A. Stevenson, one of the trus­ 
tees. had for his subject “ The Need.” 
He told how the new church had simply 
become a necessity; how the trustees 
had figured for some time how to stop 
decay and the ravages of time on their 
old church building with but little sue 
cess, while another problem had been to 
divide 200 into 150. They had spent 
two years with the problem when the 
congregation came to their rescue and 
said that they would build a new and 
greater house. 
H. A. Weeks, a member of the solicit 
ing committee, took for his subject “ The 
Effort.” In a well chosen speech he 
told how the soliciting committee, com 
posed of three ladies and three gentle­ 
man, had gone forth with a well deter 
mined purpose to do and. not die. Ow­ 
ing to the financial distress through 
which the country was passing at that 
time, it was decided to ask no person to 
contribute more than they were able to 
pay, and to have the amount collected 
in installments. The people responded 
nobly, and how well the committee had 
succeeded in their work was shown bv 
the fact that they had now pledged 
$4,200. He stated that when the archi 
lect had presented the plans it was 
found how much more convenient and 
comfortable the church could be made 
by the expenditure of a little more 
money, and accordingly it was decided 
to add a little to 'the burden, but he 
thought when the building was com 
pleted he could assure enough money to 
pay off the entire indebtedness. He closed 
by thanking all who so generously con 
tnbuted. 
Rev, J. R. Greene spoke for the build 
ing committee upon the subject “The 
Result.” He told how when he had re 
turned from the Saratoga convention 
they had told him to go and look at the 
old church aud how he had viewed 
it with 
mingled 
thoughts 
of joy 
and 
sadness, 
as 
many 
of 
the 
happiest 
moments of his 
life had 
been spent there. 
He said, when 
the foundation of the temple at Jerusa 
lem had been laid, the ancient Jews 
found a stone that could not be placed 
in position. How, after the temple had 
been all but completed, they took hold 
of the stone and it went easily into posi 
tion, and thus the stumbling stone of 
the Jews became the headstone of the 
temple. He closed by stating that he 
trusted that in laying the corner stone 
of the churoh it would be laid on the 
only foundation. Jesus Christ. 
The choir snug the anthem, “I Was 
Glad,” and the speaker of the day, Rev. 
W. T. Wishart, of Allegheny, was intro­ 
duced. 
He spoke of how the event of a new 
church being 
built was one worthy 
to be noted as a red letter day in 
the calendar, and to be celebrated with 
songs and rejoicing. 
There was a 
no more encouraging and hopeful sign 
than the new churches going up. 
He 
spoke of how only a short time ago Vol­ 
taire made the boast that in a few years 
all the churches would be transformed 
into theatres, and Chaplain McCabe in 
answering this had said that the one 
denomination he represents dedicates on 
an average of one chnrch a day for 
every day in the year. 
The speaker said that a new church 
meant much for civilization and country 
aud at the present time continental 
Ka rope was compelled to regard onr 
Republic as one among the great powers 
of the world and the political writers of 
continental Europe were at present 
speculating as to the causes of America's 
greatness There was no need of such 
speculation according to his theory,as in 
his opinion the secret of this country’s 
progress and power lay in the school 
houses where the children grasped the

first principles of good citizenship,while 
the other secret lay in the churches built 
alongside of the school houses where the 
people as citizens learn to love right 
and justice. 
He spoke of how the United States in 
the last few months had spent a great 
deal of money in building coast defenses, 
battleships and armored cruisers, and 
while they were all needed they would 
be in vain unless the country retained 
their fear of God, as their ohief defense 
was in the godly citizenship, and the 
churches were a surer defense than all 
the steel armored battleships and high 
power guns. 
He congratulated the congregation on 
their forward movement and admon­ 
ished them to make the structure a true 
church center, as there were churches 
and 
churches—one 
chnrch 
whose 
Christian life was at zero and the other 
near the sky. He said he trusted this 
would be made a high grade church and 
the corner stone would remind the con­ 
gregation of the one foundation, the 
living stone. Jesus Christ the Lord. 
The greatest danger and evil to the 
churches was pictured as the cold for­ 
malism and devotion to creed and de- 
nominationalism. The speaker told of 
the Salt Lake and told what a beautiful 
body of water it was, but it was dead, 
and he said it reminded him of some 
churches aud Young People’s societies 
which had beautiful edifices but little 
life. He beseeched the congregation to 
covenant together and make for their 
foundation Jesus Christ. 
The many attempts to get away from 
the old Bible and make new versions 
was commented upon aud the speaker 
said if the United States congress would 
fix a law against German rationalism 
they could be forgiven for many things 
they had done. 
He told the people firm as they laid the 
corner stone so firm should be their alle­ 
giance to the Bible and he trusted that 
the structure would stand for an aggros 
sive evangelistic church. He said the 
congregation belonged to an aggressive 
denomination, as the United Presby 
terian church had been to the forefront 
in aggressive work, and he hoped the 
friends in East Liverpool would keep 
abreast of the denominational flag. 
He closed by stating that he trustee 
the congregation would make the churoh 
a workshop and a center that would 
bring the civilization of the community 
up to a higher plane, and that God’s 
blessing might rest upon them in such a 
way that the church might be known to 
the glory of God and salvation of souls. 
Rev. J. R. Greene read a passage of 
scripture from the Bible which was 
placed in the box and the box placed in 
the stone. It contained the following 
articles:

Comfortable Cruiser For Cue on the Po­ 
tomac River. 
Tile steam yacht Sylph, which has 
been selected as the president’s yacht 
from among those purchased by the gov­ 
ernment, was designed by Gardner & 
Cross and built at Roach’s shipyard, 
Chester, Pa. The Sylph is a steel boat, 
152 feet extreme length, 20 feet beam 
and 8 feet 9 inches draft. She is schoon­ 
er rigged and fitted with two Almy 
boilers and a triple expansion engine. 
She has a mahogany dining saloon for­ 
ward on deck, with pantry connecting. 
Below aft sh© has four large staterooms 
finished in whito and gold, a large 
main saloon, bathroom and lavatory, aud 
at the extreme after end a double state­ 
room for the captain and engineer, the 
crew’s quarters being forward. She is 
lighted throughout with electricity. 
Below the cabin floor forward and aft 
are the water tanks, ammunition rooms 
aud storerooms. 
The Sylph was bought by the govern­ 
ment when on the stocks, the speed re­ 
quired being 16 knots. This was exceed­ 
ed on the trial by two knots, the official 
speed announced being 17 knots, with 
tidal corrections. Tho coal capacity is 
50 tons. She was built with the idea of 
being a comfortable cruiser, and at the 
same time of light enough draft to en­ 
ter most of our coast ports. She will be 
used by the president and cabinet on the 
Potomac river as the official yacht and 
has been ordered to Washington to refit 
for that purpose.—New York Sun. 


Now Zealand Waut* Cable to England. 
The report of the committee of the 
legislature of New Zealand recently is­ 
sued recommends joining the Australian 
colonies with Cauada and the motlier 
country by a Paciflo cable on the basis 
that if Great Britain aud Canada to­ 
gether would guarantee five-ninths of 
the cost of the work New Zealand and 
che other colonies would contribute the 
remaining four-ninths, of which amount 
Now Zealand will contribute one-niuth. 
The committee also recommends that 
Canada be intrusted with the con­ 
struction, administration aud mainte­ 
nance of the cable, on the understanding 
that the contributing colonies are to be 
entitled to representation aud votes on 
matters of policy of the management, 
and that the cable is to be jointly own­ 
ed aud controlled by the contributors. 
The report concludes with advising 
that a conference of the colonies con­ 
cerned in the new cable be held in New 
Zealand.

Self indulgence is the greatest curse 
of Christianity today. Self denial is its 
nu'd', 8(>lf denial is demanded 
ana self indulgence forbidden, net only 
tor the good of others, but also for our­ 
selves 
We should deny ourselves for 
the sake of others. We should also deny 
ourselves for the sake of self. 
Self in­ 
terest should make us self denying and 
keep us from self indulgence. Paul prac­ 
ticed self denial both that he “ might 
savo some’ 
and also that he himself 
might be partaker thereof.” 
I. The willingness of men to deny 
themselves for perishing worldly honors 
should inspire us with a willingness to 
deny self for immortal honors (I Cor. 
34-27). Paul illustrates this by the run­ 
ner in the Isthmian games. 
One who 
contested for the prize in the Isthmian 
games, the glory of Corinth, had to 
deny himself, had to be temperate in all 
things. For ten months before the con­ 
test the candidates, according to ancient 
authorities, had to be pure, sober and

hardship. This denial of self was abso­ 
lutely necessary to inspire hope of suc­ 
cess. Without it it would be useless for 
one to contend. His condition would be 
such that ho could have no hope for 
success. 
The contestants did not refuse 
to fulfill the. conditions. They did it 
willingly and cheerfully, and, too, that 
they might obtain a corruptible crown, 
a fading garland of Isthmian or Nemean 
parsley, or Pythian olive, or Olympian 
bay. How much more willing therefore 
the Christian should be to deny himself, 
since he strives for an incorruptible, an 
unfading, an unwithering crown, “ a 
crown of righteousness,” “ a crown of 
life,” and that, too, eternal lifa 
This 
self denial is also absolutely necessary 
to success in the Christian race. We 
cannot live an indulgent and a Chris­ 
tian life at the same time. 
The extent 
to which Paul went in self denial he 
illustrates by tim pugilist as a fighter. 
He strikes real blows at his body, not 
feints or blows at random. He declares 
that he bruised his body and smote it 
under the eyes. Keeping it thus in sub­ 
jection, Paul referred to no harmful 
bodily torture, but to noble self sacri­ 
ficing labors and self denials for the 
good of others. 
2. The fruits of self indulgence and 
self denial should inspire self denial 
(Gal. v, 16-24). Self indulgence leads to 
the grossest sins, which forever debar 
us from the kingdom of God. 
Self de­ 
nial produces the fruits of the spirit, 
which make us Christlike and Christ 
possessed. They that crucify the flesh 
for Christ's sake are Christ’s. 
As Christians and Endeavorers let us 
go often to Calvary that we may drink 
deeply from the fountain of noblest sac­ 
rifice and self denial, and, thus refresh­ 
ed and strengthened, go into the world 
and teach it by our lives what true 
self denial is and its superiority over 
self indulgence.

Yang-tse-Kiang has its sources. 
It is 
this claim which, it is said, the Rus­ 
sians are disputing. 
Tibet, whose name is almost synony­ 
mous with mystery, is nominally under 
the suzerainty of China. 
In rqplity it 
is independent, although there is a Chi­ 
nese resident at the court of the dalai 
lama at Lbassa. 
Bodyul, as Tibet is 
called by its own people, is a great ta­ 
bleland, averaging about 10,000 feet 
in elevation, encircled by mountains, 
those of the Kuen-Lun range separating 
it from Chinese Mongolia on the north 
and the Himalayas dividing it from In­ 
dia on the south. 
It is accessible from 
Oashmir on the west and from Yun nan 
and Se-chuen on the east by the valleys 
of the rivers that run into the Yang- 
tse-Kiang, and by the Hoang-ho, that 
rises in northern Tibet and passes into 
northern China through the province of 
Kan-su. 
The Me kong, that forms the 
boundary between Siam and the French 
settlements of Touquiu aud Anam, aud 
the 
Irawadi, running through Brit­ 
ish Burma, both 
take their rise in 
Tibet, as does also the Brahmaputra, 
one of the great rivers of India. 
The British aud the Russians have 
both long had their eyes on Tibet, and 
though the lamas have been successful 
in preventing ordinary travelers from 
entering Lbassa, their capital, Russian 
and English explorers, among whom 
were Prejvalski and Ney Elias, obtain­ 
ed a good knowledge of the country for 
their respective governments. The Indi­ 
an trade with Tibet, 
which passes 
through Sikkim, is valued at something 
over l l ,080,000 and is susceptible of 
increase. 
As yet neither England nor 
Russia has any official representatives 
in the boun try. 
In England the inten­ 
tion to occupy Tibe t eventually is at­ 
tributed to Russia, but it is considered 
that the tranquillity of India does not 
permit of so close a neighborhood, aud 
there is besides the fear that if Russia 
were once established in Tibet she would 
join bauds with France in Yunnan, and 
so shut out India aud Burma from all 
political aud commercial inteicourse 
with Se chueu and the valley of the 
Yang-tse-Kiang. 
If >•* *®id *u England 
that the Prejvalski mission, though os­ 
tensibly scientific, was really political, 
aud a curious story is related concern­ 
ing it. 
Its chief object is said to have been to 
establish Russian power in Tibet. 
It 
was in the country at the time the Brit­ 
ish were making war on Sikkim, aud 
two letters were sent by the mission to 
the dalai lama, marked respectively 
“ I ” aud “ 8 .” That marked “ I ” in­ 
formed the dalai lama that if the Brit­ 
ish entered tho Tibet territory aud oc­ 
cupied it it was only necessary to send 
the letter at once to St. Petersburg, 
aud if no reply came letter N a 3 was 
to be sent, and Russian troops would lie 
immediately dispatched to their assist 
Huce. 
The British did not pass beyond 
the Tibetan frontier, and there the in­ 
cident ended. 
The Russian interest iii Tibet arises j 
chiefly from the fact that Lamaism is 
the religion of the Mongol populations 
of Russian aud Chinese Mongolia, aud 
that if Lbassa passed under Russian in­ 
fluence the religious power of the dalai 
lama would be exercised in favor of Rue 
•in. 
The English purpose in desiring 
control of Tibet is the same. 
Whoever 
secures political control of Tibet with 
Lbassa and the dalai lama w ill also, it 
is believed, gain over the populations 
of all the countries lying between Tibet 
and Siberia. 
The struggle is really one 
for the mastery of Asia carried on be­ 
hind the screen of a disputed definition 
of the valley of the Yang-tse-Kiang. 


purchases of American bonds and stocks 
have been heavy for several weeks. 
Wheat has been about I cent higher 
in price for spot, with western receipts 
only about as large as those of last year 
for the week. 
Atlantic exports for the week have 
been 3,825,100 bushels, against 4,248,386 
last year, flour included, and Pacific ex­ 
ports 163,192, against 713,434 last year. 
Corn is a shade higher, one estimate 
promising only 1,760,000,000 bushels. 
Nobody can guess how great the de­ 
mand for iron and steel products may 
be a month hence, but the manufact­ 
urer has the rare good sense to wait for 
the actual orders before hoisting prices. 
So far the advance has been remarkably 
moderate, in the average of all finished 
products only 8.3 per cent from the 
lowest price this year, while pigiron has 
risen less than 8 per cent. 
H ie sales of wool have been only 
2,883,500 pounds at the three chief mar­ 
kets, against 18,010,400 pounds for the 
same week last year, and 8,813,000 for 
the same week in 1892. 
The feeling 
grows that the prices demanded at the 
west cannot be maintained, and until 
wool sells at materially lower prices the 
manufacturer canuot meet the existing 
market for goods. 
Prices for goods do 
not change, and a considerable number 
of the mills will shortly shut down un 
less the situation improves. 
Failures for the first week of Septem­ 
ber have been in amount of liabilities 
$1,111,598, manufacturing $234,902 and 
trading $708,991. Failures for the week 
have t>een 164 in the United States 
against 215 last year, and 16 in Canada 
against 35 last year.

The unusual influx of negroes re­ 
cently is due to the operations of bands 
of whitecaps in the Titus, Casa, Red 
River, Hopkins aud other counties in 
the cotton districts of North Texas, 
whence thousands of negroes have fled 
on account of notices being posted and 
in some sections violence being used to 
run them out. 
In Titus county some 
negroes fled, leaving three of their 
number behind, wounded and perhaps 
killed.
